phere. 
They still were asleep at n oon , 
their spaceship speed in g alon g 
at 3,645 miles an hou r, 132,790 
miles from earth. 


They were to cross the half 
way poin t, 118,321 miles from 
both earth an d moon , in late aft­ 
ern oon .

"No matter where y ou trav el, 
it’s n ice to get home,” Ed win E.

worth of good s an d serv ices in 
the 19 5 7-5 9 period , on which the 
in d ex is based . 
Grocery prices leaped 1.7 per 
cen t in Ju n e, an d food prices so 
far this y ear were climbin g at a 
sev en per cen t an n u al ra te - 
d ou ble last y ear’s in crease. 
The biggest food price in ­ 
creases were on meats, pou ltry 
an d fish, u p 4.5 per cen t in Ju n e.

resembles a ho rmo ne secreted 
during pregnancy . As a result, 
the user is in a phy sio lo gical 
state that simulates pregnancy 
and may suffer so me o f the side 
effects o f pregnancy , such as 
nausea, fullness o f the breasts 
and an increased retentio n o f 
water in the tissues. 


Adv erse effects attributed to 


pro lo nged use o f the Pill hav e 


included clo tting in the blo o d 
v essels o f the legs, thinning o f 
the 
hair, 
nerv o us 
irritability , 
depressio n, 
headache, 
liv er 
spo ts o n the face (chlo asma o r 
the 
mask o f pregnancy ), 
a 
sensitiv ity 
to 
s u n l i gh t 
Ray naud’s disease and elev ated 
blo o d pressure, to name a few. 


The 
pro po rtio n

taking the Pill who dev elo p any

o r uterine -.cancer, clo tting in 
the v eins, migraine o r diabetes 
sho uld no t

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Ma nsfield ’s Pred ica ment

Mike Mansfield oi Montana is not th e 
most b rilliant majority leader th e Senate 
h as seen, and h e is far from b eing a 
Ly ndon Joh nson in h is good day s. In th e 
past weeks, Sen. Mansfield h as prov ed 
th is b y th e inept and—from a Democratic 
v iewpoint—dangerou s h andling of two 
key issu es. On Capitol Hill, in fact, some 
b eliev e h e h as b u ilt h is own b oob y trap 
in th e controv ersies ov er th e Safegu ard 
ABM sy stem and th e 10 per cent su rtax . 
These two issues inv olv e the national 
defense and the economy . On both, the 
majority leader, acting as the most ex ­ 
posed Democrat in Washington, has tak­ 
en up arms against the President. If he 
succeeds in defeating Mr. Nix on he will 
place himself in the position of one who 
prev ented a new incumbent in the White 
House from hav ing the right to inaugu­ 
rate programs of his own. Should the de­ 
lay in pasing the surtax lead—or seem to 
lead—to ev en greater inflation, he will 
conv ict the Democratic Party of hav ing 
play ed politics with the economic well­ 
being of a majority of Americans. 
Sen. Manfield has already caused the 
President more than a little trouble by 
mobilizing Senate forces against the 
ABM. He may succeed in blocking what 
defense ex perts consider a v ital though 
small step toward protecting the United 
States from obliteration or nuclear black­ 
mail. But at the nex t international crisis 
he will find himself the target of admin­ 
istration obloquy for weakening Amer­ 
ica's hand. 
More damaging to Sen. Mansfield in 
the here-and-now of Senate politics is the 
widely held v iew that he is being the cats- 
paw for Sen. Edward M. Kennedy , the 
Democratic Whip, who is play ing cool 
game in preparation for the 19 72 Presi­ 
dential campaign. Sen. Kennedy ’s stra­ 
tegic hope is to make the Nix on adminis­ 
tration look bad without ex posing him­ 
self. His name may appear in the news 
stories linked to that of Mr. Mansfield, 
but the responsibility for blocking a v ote 
on the surtax lies with the Majority Lead­ 
er. Any backfire will singe Mr. Mans­ 
field, not Mr. Kennedy . 
It is clearly th e will of th e Senate to 
v ote on th e su rtax and Sen. Mansfield is 
u sing th e preogativ es of h is office to 


th wart, 
b y 
parliamentary 
maneu v er, 
wh at th e majority wants. Restiv e Dem­ 
ocrats are already mu ttering in th e cloak­ 
rooms of forcing Mr. Mansfield’s h and, 
th ereb y damaging h is prestige as a Dem­ 
ocratic majority leader, one wh o is more 
interested in politicking th an in allowing 
th e su rtax to take its ch ances on th e Sen­ 
ate floor. 
Confronted b y th e ob stru ctionism of 
Sen. Mansfield. Mr. Nix on can present a 
case to th e nation th at will do th e Dem­ 
ocratic Party little good. In effect, h e can 
say : I was elected President of th e Unit­ 
ed States and h av e since won th e su pport 
of 67 per cent of th e electorate if th e pu b ­ 
lic opinion polls are accu rate. I h av e pre­ 
sented to th e Congress proposals wh ich 
in my b est ju dgement are v ital to th e wel­ 
fare of th e nation. Th ese are th e facts as 
I see th em. Bu t th e Democratic majority 
in the Senate h as taken it u pon itself to 
impose a legislativ e v eto. Wh atev er h ap­ 
pens in th e fu tu re, th e b lame mu st go to 
Sen. Mansfield and th e Democrats wh o 
sustained h im for political reasons. 
In 1948 President Tru man u sed th is 
argu ment with far less ju stification. He 
went u p and down th e cou ntry giv ing h ell 
to wh at h e called a “do-noth ing” Con­ 
gress Repu b lican assertions th at th e 8 0th 
Congress h ad done mu ch were irrelev ant. 
The v oters knew th at Repu b lican majori­ 
ties in Hou se and Senate h ad repeatedly 
stood in th e way of h is legislativ e pro­ 
gram.

sermon 
of a 
friend of 
mine.

“ Thank you, Dr, Crane,” he 
replied and handed me a little 
tract 
containing a 
picture of 
three sailing ships in the back­ 
ground.

was

church bulletin board with this 


title: 
“ The 
Ships.”

the 
name 
of 
our 
he said with a smile, 
“ so we’d be happy to have you 
visit us whenever you are in 
Crawfordsville.” 
Intrigued by the unique illus­ 
tration, I asked him how his 
church happened to bear such 
an unusual title. 
“ On the inside of this tract,” 
he replied, “ you will find that 


those three ships refer to Wor­ 
ship, Fellowship and Steward­ 
ship.” 
Then he told me that he had 
been a commissioned navy offi­ 
cer during the Korean War. 
One Sunday when they were 
to have a religious service, his 
chaplain was too drunk to offici­ 
ate. 
“ He asked me to take his 
place and read some Bible pas­ 
sages,” Rev. Shotts continued. 
“ The enlisted men were quite 
attentive, 
perhaps because 
I 
was an officer and not an offi­ 
cial religious guardian of their 
souls. 
“ So I began 
to wonder if 
maybe I could do a better job 
of helping inspire men, than this 


drunken chaplain. 
“ At first, I decided I ’d 'just 
stay in the Navy as a career 
officer, and try to lend my in­ 
fluence indirectly to the work 
of the church. 
“ But after thinking the matter 
over, I decided to devote my 
full 
time to helping 
salvage 
men’s lives by becoming a min­ 
ister.” 
And this was an excellent de­ 
cision, I am 
sure, for Rev . 
Shotts has better rapport with 
the men of his congregation by 
having put in many years o f 
active duty in o ur U. S. Na v y . 
His funeral sermon was excel­ 
lent because he not only spoke 
about the constructive life of 
the deceased and mentioned va­ 


rious members of the family by 
name. 
But he took advantage of this 
unique type of audience to de­ 
liver a 
15-minute exhortative 
talk, instead of merely reciting 
the usual verses drawn from 
Psalms and the Gospel of John. 
Too 
many 
funeral sermons 
are trite and monotonous be­ 
cause the clergymen are too in­ 
dolent or uninspired to utilize 
the foyensic opportunity of this 
polarized, meditative audience. 
In fact, I have attended funer­ 
a ls where I couldn’t tell by any 
wo rd uttered by the clergyman, 
if the decea sed was a man or 
woman o r child! 
But Rev. Shotts, with tears 
in his own eyes, narrated his 


feelings at the recent death of 
his own father and thus identi­ 
fied himself with the three sons 
of the bereaved who were now 
facing the same tragedy. 
His 
sermon 
stressed 
three 
points, namely, Blessing, Warn­ 
ing and Opportunity. 
Under “ Blessing,” he said the 
children would now be drawn 
closer to their mother and all 
the in-laws would be more s> rn- 
pathetic and helpful. 
Under “ Warning,” he mention­ 
ed the fact that thousands are 
stricken down by heart attacks, 
cancer or automobiles, so we 
should take stock of ourselves 
and devote more time to our 
families and the spiritual values 
of life before it is too late. 


And under “ Opportunity,” he 
urged 
all 
to remember that 
Christ said He was the Door 
to Heaven for all who will re­ 
ceive Him here on Earth.
